THE CONCEPT of “a hobby for all seasons” sounded like a good idea to me, 
since collecting wooden money is certainly a year round hobby. Matching up the 
colours of the leaves with the seasons, however, presented a problem. Maple leaves are 
green in summer, and both red and yellow in the fall. But how do I portray the little 
undeveloped buds of spring? And what about winter, when maple trees have no leaves 
at all! So I compromised by simply selecting 4 colours that contrasted nicely and 
appeared to divide a time period into four parts. 

The colours are brushed on, using acrylic paints, with a single coat of varnish for 
protection. Total issue is 200. A quantity has been donated for this month’s “wood of 
the month”.

The 50" Anniversary meeting of the North York Coin Club was held on Tuesday February 23, 2010 at 
Edithvale Community Centre. Four woods were given out to everyone who attended this meeting. I would like to 
thank the members who issued these woods for giving me the information for this article. 


The common obverse was designed by Paul Petch using the club’s logo and adding 1960-2010. The die is 
available for no charge from Norm Belsten if members want to make their own wood to celebrate the 50" anniver- 
sary of the club. 


Henry Nienhuis wood: This is Henry’s first wood released which 1s gold foil stamped both sides and in a quantity 
of 100 woods. Henry designed the reverse side of his wood and it consists of a Lion Rampant (shown on many of 
the coins that Henry collects), 3 firework burst, the right most has a 50 for the 50" anniversary. Henry is currently 
the secretary of the NYCC and has membership # 533. He will give his woods out to fellow collectors at up com- 
ing meetings and shows. 


North York Coin Club wood: Gold foil stamped on the obverse and fireworks on the reverse side with “50" AN- 
NIVERSARY CELEBRATION” curved along the bottom. Extra woods will be given out at the Anniversary Ban- 
quet (marked banquet on them) and the rest will be one of the free Timber Talk monthly woods. 


Paul Petch wood: The wood is green foil stamped two sides with 100 woods issued. Paul is the current editor of 
the club and Life Member #8. He will give out his wood at the up coming O.N.A. convention in Kingston. 


Norm Belsten wood: The wood 1s red foil stamped 2 sides with a quantity of 100 and advertises that Norm is a 
collector of Canadian Wooden Money and Canadian Tire Money and coupons. His e mail address is curved along 
the bottom. 


The 50" anniversary committee has been working hard to make this year special to be a member of the NYCC. To 
raise some funds for the club they are having a Rummage Sale at the Club’s meeting location on May 1, 2010 
from 12:30 p.m. — 3:30 p.m. A 50" anniversary medal has been designed but the club needs 100 orders before the 
medal is struck.
